REVENUE REVELATIONS. 


THE ANNUAL REPORT OF THE BU- 
RBAU COMMISSIONER. 


A Comparison ef the Receipts cf the Present with

report of, the comamissioner of internal reve- 
nue for the fiscal yearended June 30, 1555, 
has been submitted to the 
treasury.

A MIDNIGHT SHOT. 

About 11 o’clock last night, while. R. M 
Hubbard, George Coleman and P. BeGravely, 
on duty as mounted police, were passing a 
house occupied by colored people in the out- 
skirts of the city, they were fired 
About twenty shots were given and returned. 
Hubbard received several Shot wounds in the 
leg and hand, and his horse was wounded in 
several places. The party entered the build- 
ing and captured one negro, William Cuole- 
man, on whose person was found, though 
he had denied having any weapon, a 
six-shooter, three barrels of which had been 
discharged, and some powder and a fuse. He 
was lodged in jail. Hubbard was sutlering 
greatly this morning. By agreement no ser- 
vices were held in the churches yesterday. 
The city is under the supervision of the town 
sergeant, ‘‘The Greys’ (the white cOmpany) 
and the volunteers, who were accepted by 
the advice of Hon. C. G. Cabell, member of 
congress, and other leading citizens. The 
town sergeant, James Mood, did not call out 
the colored military company. 

ASSEMBLIES FORBIDDEN, 

After the delivery 
mails yesterday morning, 
largely attended by whites and 
town sergeant proclaimed that no assem- 
blies on the street would be allowed. He 
requested the people EO xO home and remain 
quiet. Hon. Mr. Cabell and Judge Aiken 
joined in the request. Allis now quiet, but 
the people of the city are not without appre- 
hension of further trouble. About twenty 
personsin all are reported to have been 
wounded.

THE JOHNSON TRAGEDY. 


A Frightful Series of Tragic Events in One Family- 
The Public Excitement. 

New York, November 5.—The suicide of 
Arthur Bb. Johnson, at Utica, has set the com- 
munity in wilder commotion than did the 
shooting of his nephew, Lynch. ‘lhe deed 
was done in his private office in Tibbet’s 
block, at what hour can only be conjectured.

Juhn- 
son. 

;OHNSON’S AFFILIATIONS. 

Jobnson was a friend of Conkling and Pres- 
ident Arthur, and has always been promi- 
nent at political conventions. He never held 
any political office from the people, but his 
influence has always gbeen great throughout 
this section. The Johnson family is one ot 
the oldest and best inthis community. Ar- 
thur B. Johnson’s wife, who survives him, is 
the only daughter of Justice Ward Hunt, 
retired, of the United States supreme 
court. Itis claimed that the Johnson fam- 
ily comes from the Adams family of 
Massachusetts. It it scarcely two months 
since the your gest sister of Arthur B. Jobn- 
son was followed to the grave. The sudden 
death of George B. Alley, who married Jobn- 
son’s sister, made another rent in the family’s 
ranks. Then came the startling news of the 
tragic death of young Lynch at Batavia, 
and last of all the shocking end of Johnson. 
The most painful feature connected with the 
tragedy is the anguish of the mother who has 
sutfered these successive bereavements. John- 
son was devoted to Conkling, and while in 
active politics each relied upon the judgment 
of the other. Conkling’s retirement was fol- 
lowed by Johnson’s withdrawal from active 
politics, and the party lost- not only an infla- 
ential friend, but a liberal and cons ant con- 
tributor. Johnson was oneof the richest 
men in this city,and held more land in Utica 
than any other citizen. The effect of his 
death upon Judge Hunt, whose condition is 
such that he removes to Washington every 
winter, is regarded as dubious. Judge Hunt 
only left on Thursday for Washington.
